Mayor Wilson deserved re-election, for few executives in the 
history of Ka; t Liverpool have as conscientiously performed tile 
duties cf the office. 
Relieving that municipal affairs should be 
Conducted on the same basis as a private business, Mr. W ilson 
devoted the same att* ntion to Ii is duties during his first to-rn as 
any bu. mss, man has to his personal int. rn ts. As a n suit, mole 
money from fines was turned into the city treasury iii 1913 and 
so far in 1919 than by his predecessors.

be it solutely free from molestation there in every season of the 
veal they would soon hot rn that it was their own private preserve. 
Not only would it help in their safe removal from North to South. 
or South to North, in the proper season. In some cases it would 
mean the preservation of a species which has begun to vanish. 
The TToited States lias many island bird reservations along its 
coasts which have long since proved their practical value.

Experts estimate that 40 per cent of the known supply of the 
United States has I een exhausted, but Mr. Manning Believes that 
careful research may find new fields as well as improve present 
method*. A better system of distribution of the home supply and 
some action on the part of this country to retain a hold upon the 
foreign supply are also urged by the director. 
America has been little less wasteful in her oil than in her 
tu rn er policy, arid unless she listens to the warnings of men who 
are in a p o tio n to know, another great natural asset will become 
e natioral liability.
